KABUL I A grim President Hamid Karzai 
bowed to intense U.S. pressure and agreed 
Tuesday to a runoff election Nov. 7 , acknowl- 
edging he fell short of a majority after U.N.- 
backed auditors stripped him of nearly a 
third of his votes. 

With the fraud investigation completed, 
election officials must now scramble to orga- 
nize a new ballot as the fierce Afghan winter 
approaches and the country faces a growing 
threat from Taliban insurgents. 


President Obama said he called Karzai 
to welcome his willingness to run in a new 
election against his main rival, Abdullah 
Abdullah. “President Karzai’s construc- 
tive actions established an important prec- 
edent for Afghanistan’s new democracy,” 
Obama said. 

U.N. Secretary- General Ban Ki-moon 
also complimented Karzai’s decision but 
stressed that a new election will be a “huge 
challenge.” 


Karzai spoke at a news 
conference after meeting 
at least four times with 
Sen. John Kerry, chair- 
man of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. 

The Afghan leader did 
not express any regret over 
the widespread fraud, say- 
ing only that “this is not the right time to 
discuss investigations; this is the time to 
move forward toward stability and nation- 
al unity.” (ap)

Report: Tuition rates 
increased in autumn 
despite bad economy 

Average tuition at four-year pub- 
lic colleges in the U.S. climbed 
6.5 percent, or $429, to $7,020 this 
fall as schools apol- 
ogetically passed 
along their own 
financial prob- 
lems, according 
to an report from 
the College Board, 
released on Tues- 
day. At private col- 
leges, tuition rose 
4.4 percent, or 
$1,096, to $26,273. 

“Every sector of the Ameri- 
can economy is under stress, and 
higher education is no exception,” 
said Terry Hartle, senior vice pres- 
ident of the American Council on 
Education. 

As usual, the rise in tuition 
outstripped the overall inflation 
rate. In fact, during the period 
covered by the report, consumer 
prices declined 2.1 percent. So, 
the latest tuition increase at pub- 
lic colleges was closer to 9 percent 
in real terms, justin pope (ap) 


High court to decide 
fate of detainees who 
aren’t a threat to U.S. 

WASHINGTON! The Supreme Court 
agreed Tuesday to decide wheth- 
er Guantanamo detainees who 
are considered no threat can be 
ordered released in the United 
States — over the objections of 
the Obama administration and 
Congress — if the prisoners have 
nowhere else to go. 

The case could further compli- 
cate the administration’s plans to 
close the Guantanamo prison. 

The court’s fourth look at the 
terror-suspects detention system, 
created by the Bush administration 
after the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks, 
will focus on 13 Chinese Muslims, 
most of whom were cleared by 
the Pentagon for release in 2003. 
Six years later — and eight years 
after their capture in Pakistan 
and Afghanistan in 2001 — they 
remain in custody at the U.S. naval 
base in Cuba. The first three high 
court decisions were rebukes to the 
government for denying detainees 
their day in court. 


The justices said they will hear 
a challenge from the Chinese Mus- 
lims, or Uighurs, who are asking 
the court to put some teeth into its 
June 2008 ruling that said federal 
judges could ultimately order some 


detainees to be released. 

The justices will hear the argu- 
ment early in 2010, although it is 
possible that if the administra- 
tion succeeds in relocating the 
Uighurs by then, the case could 


be dismissed. 

President Obama’s adminis- 
tration, like his predecessor’s, has 
been trying to find somewhere to 
resettle the Uighurs, with limited

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Imams Settle With Airline 


Muslims filed lawsuit 
after being removed 
from a flight in 2006 

MINNEAPOLIS I Six imams taken off 
of a 2006 US Airways flight after 
passengers reported what they 
considered suspicious behavior 
have settled their discrimination 
lawsuit, saying they considered 
it an acknowledgment that their 
removal was a mistake. 

Neither the imams nor attorneys 
in the case would discuss terms of 
the tentative settlement, which was 
announced Tuesday and requires 
approval from a federal judge. 

Marwan Sadeddin of Phoe- 
nix said the settlement does not 
include an apology, but he con- 
siders it an acknowledgment that 
a mistake was made. He did not 
point the finger at either US Air- 
ways or local authorities. 

“It’s fine for all parties. It’s been

solved. ... There is no need for a 
trial,” Sadeddin said. 

“We reached our goal,” said 
Omar Shahin of Phoenix, another 
of the imams and the chairman 
of the North American Imams 
Federation. 

Authorities removed the Muslim 
prayer leaders from the Phoenix- 


bound flight in November 2006 
while they were returning home 
from a conference of the North 
American Imams Federation in 
Minneapolis. Some passengers 
became alarmed after the clerics 
said their evening prayers in Ara- 
bic before boarding the plane, and 
they told authorities some of the men 
made critical comments about the 
Iraq war while aboard. 

The imams were handcuffed 
and questioned for several hours 
before they were released. They 
ultimately returned home via 
another airline. 

“This case sends a strong mes- 
sage to everybody,” Shahin said. 
“And at the same time we still 
encourage everyone to report any 
suspicious activity. But we should 
handle it in a very professional way. 
We should not humiliate anybody; 
we should not underestimate any- 
body; we should not do wrong to 
anybody.” steve karnowski (ap)

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Questions Fly in Balloon Incident 


Authorities working 
to unravel motivation 
behind alleged hoax 

FORT COLLINS, COLO. I An inves- 
tigation into possible criminal 
charges for a Colorado couple who 
told authorities their son floated 
off in a balloon shaped like a fly- 
ing saucer has spread to those who 
worked with them. 

Robert Thomas told sher- 
iffs investigators about what he 
observed between amateur storm 
chasers Richard and Mayumi 
Heene when he helped record the 
husband’s ideas earlier this year, 
said Thomas’ attorney, Linda Lee. 
Thomas earlier sold his story to 
the Web site Gawker.com. 

Lee said Richard Heene was 
“obsessed” with trying to land a TV 
show and become famous.

Investigators have 
been poring over 
evidence as they 
consider charges 
against the Heenes. 

“Heene believes the world is 
going to end in 2012,” she said. 
“Because of that, he wanted to 
make money quickly, become rich 
enough to build a bunker or some- 
thing underground, where he can 
be safe from the sun exploding.” 

Thomas told the “Today” show 
on NBC on Tuesday that he had 
nothing to do with the hoax. 

Larimer County investigators 
have been poring over e-mails, 
phone records and financial doc- 
uments from the Heene home as 
they ponder charges against the 
Heenes. 


The sheriff s office said its find- 
ings will be forwarded to prosecu- 
tors next week to decide whether 
the Heenes should be charged with 
falsely reporting that their 6-year- 
old son, Falcon, had drifted away 
in a large home-built helium bal- 
loon to drum up publicity for a 
reality TV show. 

Sheriff Jim Alderden said docu- 
ments show that a media outlet had 
agreed to pay the Heenes. However, 
it was unclear whether the outlet 
was a conspirator. Alderden didn’t 
name the organization. 

The Heenes apparently wanted 
to star in a reality show focusing 
on a range of bizarre experiments, 
such as trying to attract UFOs with 
a weather balloon. Thomas worked 
with Richard Heene on the idea for 
the show from March until May. 

Richard Heene’s attorney, 
David Lane, declined to say direct- 
ly whether he believes the incident 
was a hoax but said the Heenes 
are innocent until proven guilty.

Guilty Plea 

Former gov. s one-time 
staffer claims that he 
witnessed corruption 

CHICAGO I A former chief of staff 
and longtime friend of ousted Illi- 
nois governor Rod Blagojevich 
pleaded guilty to wire fraud 
Tuesday and promised to coop- 
erate with federal prosecutors 
in their corruption case against 
Blagojevich. 

Alonzo “Lon” Monk, 51, said that 
as Blagojevich’s top aide, he wit- 
nessed efforts to shake down road 
builders, a hospital executive and 
a racetrack owner for hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in campaign 
contributions for the governor. 

Monk said that even before 
Blagojevich was elected, there 
was talk of using the powers of 
the governor’s office to raise a 
cash horde that would eventually 
be divided among an inner circle 
of key advisers. 

Monk’s decision to cooperate 
and take the witness stand if called 
upon at Blagojevich’s trial could be 
a devastating blow to the former 
governor because the one-time 
chief of staff might provide jurors 
with a firsthand account of the cor- 
ruption that prosecutors say was 
swirling around the state admin- 
istration.

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Vatican Reaches Out to Anglicans

Officials plan to help 
traditionalists join 
the Catholic Church 

VATICAN CITY I The Vatican 
announced Tuesday it was mak- 
ing it easier for Anglicans to con- 
vert to Roman Catholicism — a 
surprise move designed to entice 
traditionalists opposed to women 
priests, openly gay clergy and the 
blessing of same-sex unions. 

The decision, reached in secret 
by a small cadre of Vatican offi- 
cials, was sure to add to the prob- 
lems of the 77-niillion-strong 
Anglican Communion as it seeks 
to deal with deep doctrinal divi- 
sions that threaten a permanent 
schism among its faithful. 

The change means conservative 
Anglicans from around the world 
will be able to join the Catholic 
Church while retaining aspects of 
their Anglican liturgy and identity, 
including married priests.

Toll From Brazil 
Clashes Hits 25 

BRASILIA, BRAZIL I The death toll 
from bloody clashes in Rio de 
Janeiro is up to 25 after authori- 
ties found more bodies. 

The newly discovered victims 
include a young man found dead in 
a supermarket cart at the entrance 
to a slum that saw intense gang 
combat over the weekend. He was 
shot repeatedly and showed signs 
of having been tortured. 

Most of the victims were sus- 
pected members of drug traffick- 
ing gangs. But a police spokes- 
woman confirmed Tuesday that 
three were partygoers who had 
originally been labeled as pre- 
sumed criminals. She spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 

A police helicopter was also 
downed by gunfire as gangs fought 
for territory, just two weeks after 
Rio won the 2016 Olympics. Three 
officers aboard died, (ap)

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Six Die in Pakistan Attack 


Bombers hit Islamic 
university popular 
with foreign students 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN I Suicide 
bombers attacked an Islamic 
university popular with foreign- 
ers in Pakistan’s capital Tuesday, 
killing four students in appar- 
ent retaliation for an escalating 
army offensive on a Taliban and 
al- Qaeda stronghold near the 
Afghan border. 

An Associated Press reporter 
close to the battle zone in South 
Waziristan met a group of Tali- 


ban fighters who challenged army 
claims of progress in the four-day 
assault, saying they had pushed 
soldiers back from the strategic 
town of Kotkai. 

Intelligence officials also said 
the army had been repelled from 
the town after being close to taking 
it. They asked that their names not 
be used for operational reasons. 

The suicide bombers hit a fac- 
ulty building and a women’s caf- 
eteria at the International Islamic 
University, where nearly half the 
students are women and hundreds 
are foreigners. 

The blasts killed two male and 


two female students and wounded 
at least 18 others. The two attackers 
were also killed, officials said. 

No group claimed responsibil- 
ity for the attack on what some 
people thought was a surprising 
target for Islamist extremists, but 
the president of the university and 
authorities said they believed it 
was the work of militants.

Mandela Foundation Disputes Book 


JOHANNESBURG I Anew self-serv- 
ing book by a central African presi- 
dent lists Nelson Mandela as the 
writer of the glowing foreword, but 
South Africa’s iconic leader says he 
never wrote those words or even 
read the tome, and his foundation 
vowed to take action. 

“We condemn this brazen abuse 
of Mr. Mandela’s name,” Verne 
Harris, acting chief executive of 


the Johannesburg-based Nelson 
Mandela Foundation, said in a 
statement Tuesday. 

The as-told-to political biogra- 
phy by Republic of Congo Presi- 
dent Denis Sassou-Nguesso is 
titled “Straight Speaking for Afri- 
ca,” and the front cover claims in 
large type that Mandela penned 
the foreword. 

That may have raised an eye- 


brow among readers who know 
that Sassou-Nguesso came to 
power in a coup three decades ago 
and has been in power intermit- 
tently ever since. 

The Mandela Foundation rare- 
ly uses language as sharp as that 
used to condemn Sassou-Ngues- 
so’s book on Tuesday. 

“We will be taking appropriate 
action,” Harris said, adding that 
Mandela decided last year to stop 
writing forewords to books, (ap)

Scholar Gets Long 
Sentence in Iran 


Iranian American is 
sent to prison for 12 
years for role in unrest 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iran ignored 
appeals by Secretary of State Hil- 
lary Rodham Clinton and even 
rock star Sting and sentenced an 
Iranian-American academic to 
12 years in prison Tuesday for his 
alleged role in anti-government 
protests after the country’s dis- 
puted presidential election. 

The sentence for Kian 
Tajbakhsh was the longest pris- 
on term yet in a mass trial of more 
than 100 opposition figures, activ- 
ists and journalists in the post- 
election turmoil. 

At the same time, Iran allowed 
another defendant to leave the 
country — Canadian-Iranian Maz- 
iar Bahari, a Newsweek journalist 
arrested in the same crackdown 
who had been freed on bail over the 
weekend. Bahari joined his British 
wife, who is in the last days of her 
pregnancy, in London, Newsweek 
said on its Web site Tuesday. 

Tajbakhsh, a social scientist 
and urban planner, was arrested

by security forces at his Tehran 
home on July 9 — he was the only 
American detained in the crack- 
down that crushed giant street 
protests by hundreds of thousands 
of people after the June 12 election.

The security sweep went far 
beyond protesters on the streets, 
snatching up rights activists and 
journalists, and pro-reform poli- 
ticians. The government accused 
them of organizing the protests on 
behalf of Iran’s foreign enemies to 
overthrow the Islamic leadership.

Far Right’s TV Coverage Irks Brits 


Government decries 
plans for BBC show 
to include fringe party 

L 0 N D 0 N I To the outrage of many 
Britons, a white-supremacist 
fringe party riding a wave of elec- 
toral success has been invited to 
participate in a BBC prime-time 
TV show on politics. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown’s 
Labour Party government says it 
is appalled that the far-right Brit- 


ish National Party will get such 
high-profile exposure to millions 
of viewers. The BBC, however, says 
as a publicly funded broadcaster it 
must cover all political parties that 
have a national presence. 

“It’s not for the BBC to make 
decisions about what parties it does 
and doesn’t like,” a BBC spokes- 
man said Tuesday on condition of 
anonymity in line with company 
policy. “That, quite rightly, is a 
decision for the electorate.” 

The BNP, which opposes immi-

gration and says it fights for “indig- 
enous” Britons, wants to become a 
force in British politics. Although 
it isn’t likely to gain a seat in the 
national Parliament because of 
Britain’s first-past-the-post elec- 
toral system, the BNP serves on 
several city councils and made an 
electoral breakthrough in June, 
when it took about 6 percent of 
the British vote in European elec- 
tions, winning two EU parlia- 
ment seats. 

On Thursday, BNP leader Nick 
Griffin is scheduled to appear on 
the BBC’s flagship political debate 
show “Question Time” — a high- 


ly valued imprimatur of political 
respectability. A senior Cabinet 
minister, Justice Secretary Jack 
Straw, is supposed to be on the 
same program, where panelists are 
questioned about current affairs 
by a studio audience. 

The far-right party is so pleased 
with the invite that it is counting 
down the seconds until the broad- 
cast on its Web site. 

The government and anti-racist 
groups say the invitation to Griffin 
legitimizes fascist views, and pro-

Redskins coach says 
benched QB will start 
Monday vs. the Eagles 

R E D S K l N S I Washington Redskins 
coach Jim Zorn said Tuesday that 
he would almost certainly return 
to Jason Campbell as the starting 
quarterback for Monday night’s 
game against the Philadelphia 
Eagles, the first game in which 
Zorn will relinquish his play- call- 
ing duties to offensive consultant 
Sherman Lewis. 

Zorn, speaking during his 
weekly appearance on ESPN- 
980, reiterated that he pulled 
Campbell at halftime of Sunday’s 
loss to the Kansas City Chiefs — 
replacing him with 15-year veteran 
Todd Collins for the first time in 
Zorn’s 22 -game tenure as Wash- 
ington’s coach — in order to cre- 
ate a spark. 

But after viewing the game 
film multiple times — and con- 
sidering Collins’ 6-for-14 perfor- 
mance wasn’t enough to win the 
game or score a touchdown — 
Zorn said he remains confident 
in Campbell. 

“I think what I’m gonna do 
is go right back to Jason Camp- 
bell,” Zorn said. “I needed to 
take him out, and I think we 
had some things there that he 
knew he missed without being 
under duress. ... I made the deci- 
sion, but I didn’t give up on the 
young man. I didn’t give up on 
the QB. So, that’s where I think 
I’m gonna head as all is said and 
done here.” 

Campbell completed nine of 
16 passes in the first half against 
previously winless Kansas City, 
and the Redskins failed to score 
in those two periods against one 
of the NFL’s worst defenses. 

Both Zorn and Campbell 


acknowledged that the quarter- 
back missed several open receiv- 
ers, including Santana Moss on a 
deep seam route that might have 
gone for a touchdown. 


Still, through six games, Camp- 
bell’s passer rating is 84.3, which 
ranks 19th in the league and exact- 
ly matches his rating from last 
year, when he set a career high. 


He is completing 65.6 percent of 
his passes — also a career high — 
and has thrown six touchdowns 
and six interceptions while playing 
behind an aging and oft-injured 
offensive line 

Collins, 37, started three 
games when Campbell was 
injured at the end of the 2007 
season — all victories, all part 
of a Washington run to the play- 
offs in the wake of Sean Taylor’s 
death. But those are Collins’ only 
three starts since 1997 and were 
under the direction of offensive 
coordinator A1 Saunders, who 
worked with Collins previously 
in Kansas City. 

Though Collins entered the 
league a decade before Campbell 
did, Campbell actually has more 
career completions (782) than Col- 
lins has attempts (665). barry svr-

0 B I T I Vic Mizzy, a songwriter who 
composed the catchy themes for 
the 1960s sitcoms “The Addams 
Family” and “Green Acres,” has 
died. He was 93. 

Mizzy died Saturday at his home 
in Bel Air, Calif., his manager Jona- 
than Wolfson said. He said he didn’t 
know the cause of death. 

He wrote songs that were 
recorded by Dean Martin, Doris 
Day, Perry Como and Billie Holi- 
day in the ’40s and ’50s. 

But his most famous work was 
the theme to “The Addams Fam- 
ily,” a tune accented by finger 
snaps and opening with the clev- 
erly quirky lyrics: “They’re creepy 
and they’re kooky, mysterious and 
spooky, they’re altogether ooky: 
the Addams family.” Mizzy sang 
the song himself.

A Punky 
Sister Act 
Matures 


Tegan and Sara dig 
deep into failed love 
on their forthcoming 
album, ‘Sainthood’ 

BAND I It’s not uncommon for 
Tegan and Sara Quin, the Cana- 
dian twins known for warm but 
prickly love-pop, to field marriage 
proposals from their fans. In a 
recent interview, the sisters played 
off of each other’s tales about their 
most ardent admirers. 

“At one show,” Tegan Quin 
said, “a girl shrieked out, 1 want 
to marry you, Tegan!’ I think she 
was maybe 16.” 

The kind of devotion that Tegan 
and Sara , 28, inspire in their fans 
— a group largely made up of punk 
lasses with choppy haircuts — is 
the result of one of the most direct 
band-to-audience connections in 
all of indie pop. With confessional

I think if we knew how things 
were going to end, most people 
wouldn’t get involved, but love is 
throwing caution to the wind. All 
of the songs touch on that.”

Q& A I Rather than simply collect an 
artist’s well-known hits along with 
a smattering of unreleased tracks, 
the best box sets have something to 
prove.

That’s precisely what makes 
“Do What You Want, Be Who You 
Are: The Music of Daryl Hall and 
John Oates” such a fascinating set: 
It rescues the duo from the nostal- 
gia-act ghetto and presents them 


as versatile songwriters, inventive 
producers and innovative syn- 
thesizers of styles ranging from 
Philly soul to ’60s folk to jazz to 
NewWave. 

On the eve of their Up Close & 
Personal tour, Express managed to 
wrangle a few minutes with John 
Oates and got him to talk about 
reassessing the duo’s long career 
and their recent resurgence. 

How did the box set come togeth- 
er for you? 

It’s something that we’ve had on 
the back burner for quite a while. 
We’ve always wanted to do it, but 
all the parts and personnel were

not in place. We wanted some- 
thing that would really represent 
us properly, represent the breadth 
and scope of our songwriting over 
a 30 -year period. 

There’s such an impressive range 
of sounds and styles on here. 

For the casual fan, they know us 
from our hits, but we’re so much 
more than that. The hits were 


a by-product of hard work and 
the good albums that we made. 
That’s really what this box set 
will show. 

What was it like to go through 
and hear some of these songs for 
the first time in years? 

It’s like you’re looking at your life 
musically, because our music and 
our life are one in the same. They’re 
intertwined. The relationships and 
emotions, the experiences of our 
life are expressed in our music, so 
it’s daunting and surprising, and 
sad and happy, and all those gamut 
of emotions that you have when 
you revisit the important moments 
of your life.

Bill Clinton s first 
Arkansas home will 
be a National Park site 

HISTORY | The Bill Clinton First 
Home Museum will soon be a 
part of the National Park sys- 
tem, a designation that will give 
the modest structure on a busy 
street more visibility as a tourist 
destination. 

The two-story, wood-frame 
house on South Hervey Street in 
Hope, Ark., was where Clinton lived 
after his birth in 1946 at Julia Ches- 
ter Hospital until age 4. 

The home was occupied until it 
was acquired by the Clinton Birth- 
place Foundation during Clinton’s 
presidency. 

The dwelling, which opened 
as a museum in 1997, conveys a 
lived-in feeling and is furnished 
with items that date to the late 
1940s when Clinton lived there. 
A separate visitors center with a 
gift shop was added later. 

The South Hervey Street home 
served as the center of Clinton’s 
family life for his first 10 years. 

After moving away, Clinton 
spent summers there, visited on 
weekends and attended other 
family gatherings there until his 
grandfather, Eldridge Cassidy, 


died in 1956. 

The one original piece of fur- 
niture from Clinton’s time in the 
house is the living room couch. 
While visitors are not permitted 
to touch or sit on the furniture, 
the home has no glass partitions 
or roped-off areas. 

Museum director Martha Ber- 
ryman says the people around 
Clinton in Hope provided him 
with his first notions of “social jus- 


tice,” a theme he carried through 
his political life. 

The site will formally become 
part of the National Park Service 
in 2010, though it is already listed 
among other federal attractions. 

Clinton said in his autobiog- 
raphy, “My Life,” that the South 
Hervey Street home “certainly is the 
place I associate with awakening 
to life” and that it “still holds deep

Cutting pasta and pouring vino is 
all in a day’s work for Italian cook- 
ing pro Lidia Bastianich. The dolce 
vita-minded chef wins converts 
with her New York restaurants 
(Felidia and Becco) and a PBS 
show, “Lidia’s Italy.”

Can Italian food be easy 
to cook? 

Simplicity is at the heart 
of Italian cooking. It’s really just 
about having great ingredients — 
buffalo mozzarella, prosciutto. And 
you don’t have to use a lot of them: 
You don’t need a quarter-pound of 
prosciutto on a sandwich. 

What’s the best place to buy 
those good Italian ingredients? 

The Internet is tremendous — you 
can order so many things. But then 
with vegetables like zucchini or

tomatoes, it’s about using what 
you have locally and using the 
right technique. 

You’re big on making your own 
pasta. Any advice for newbies? 

It’s very simple if you have a food 


processer. It’s just about getting 
the ratio right between flour and 
a liquid, whether that’s water 
or water and egg. You just need 
enough moisture to turn it into 
a dough. Some of it is just about 
having the confidence. 


In the book, you also say that 
cooking Italian style can be easy 
on the wallet. 

It’s a perfect cuisine because there’s 
a balance. It’s not based on rich 
ingredients. There’s no waste of 
anything like proteins; they use 
the whole pig. 

Italian cuisine is also very sea- 
sonal. What should we fix now? 

Go for recipes with mushroom or 
squash. Or you can also do soups 
or things with braised meats and 
vegetables. You can even braise 
meat and root vegetables in beer. 
It’ll be moist and delicious. And 
in the book, I’ve also got a recipe 
for Spaghetti in Tomato -Apple 
Sauce. No, it doesn’t taste sweet 
— the tomatoes take over. 

Any tips for buying Italian wine 
to go with all that pasta and pro- 
sciutto? 

There are a lot of good wines 
at great prices from Italy. Like 
Fruili has great whites — I even 
make my own there! And you 
can get good reds from southern 
regions, like Primitivo, which is 
like a Zinfandel. You have to do a 
little research, but after that, just 
trust your palate. Then your wine 
knowledge will just continue to 
develop and grow. 



Lentil Crostini 


INGREDIENTS: 1 cup lentils; 2 stalks cel- 
ery, chopped; 2 bay leaves; 6tsp olive 
oil;2garliccloves, peeled and sliced; 
1 cupchopped onion;%tsp peperon- 
cino flakes; 2 cups canned tomatoes, 
crushed;2tsp salt; 12slices bread 

RINSE LENTILS, then put in a sauce- 
pan with celery, bay leaves and 3 cups 
cold water. Bring to a boil, cover pan 
and adjust heat to a simmer. Cook 
about 20 minutes. Meanwhile, pour 
4tbsp oil into the skillet; set over medi- 
um. Stir in garlicand onion: cookforfive 
minutes. Drop peperoncino in pan and 
toastfor a minute, then stir in tomatoes 
and 1 tspsalt; bring to simmer. Let it bub- 
ble untilthicker. When lentils are slight- 
ly under-cooked, pour into their pan the 
tomato sauce from the skillet and stir. 
Return sauce to simmer. Cook, covered, 
about 10 minutes. Remove cover, stir in 
1 tsp salt; let lentils cook slowly, stirring, 
until thick. Remove from heat; stir in 2 
tbsp oil. Serve on bread slices.
